One of the Locomotives Used by the 
Confederate States. 

Three diminutive locomotives stand¬ 
ing on a side track at Vlnings, Ga., on 
the Western and Atlantic, under the 
shadow of Kennesaw Mountain, fur¬ 
nish a striking object lesson in the 
wonderful evolution that had been tak¬ 
ing place in this generation in steam 
tra asportation. 

Five years ago. when the State leased 
the Western and Atlantic to the Ten¬ 
nessee Company for thirty years at a 
rental of 935,000 a month, the old roll¬ 
ing stock, u survival of the war period, 
was discarded and modern equipment 
was substituted. A score of almost 
worn-out engines were sent up to Vin- 
ings, like so many old horses turned ofT 
to die.

He is an accom¬ 
plished linguist anil speaks English 
with an accuraey and a fluency quite 
rare among the men of the Mongol 
race. He is likewise a keen student of 
Western polities and civilization, In 
both of which he takes a deep Interest. 
For eighteen years Lo Feng Lull has 
been the first secretary of Prince LI 
Hung Chang, and enjoys that minis¬ 
ter’s confidence fully. He litis occupied 
other important posts In the service of 
his government, notably when lie was 
assistant governor of Peh-Cliili. He ac¬ 
companied Prince Li on ids foreign 
tour, and won special favor in Eng¬ 
land because of ids thorough under¬ 
standing of tlie language and his fa¬ 
miliarity with the ways of the Eng¬ 
lish people. In tlie conversations at 
Ilawarden between the Chinese minis¬ 
ter and Mr. Gladstone, Lo Feng Luh 
acted as Interpreter for the two “grand 
old men,” and was rewarded for liis 
intelligent service by the warm thanks 
of Mr. Gladstone.

How tho Breaking I town of tho Arch I» 
Remedied by a Steel Strip. 

Despite tho fact that tho beauty of a. 
well arohed foot is much appreciated bj 
peoplo of an artistic turn of mind, has 
boon sung frequently by poets and verse- 
i makers, there lias been until lately lit¬ 
tle interest, from a scientific point ol 
view, taken in its direct opposite—the 
flat font. In a great number of instances 
flat feet nro tlie occasion of considerable 
keen suffering, generally resulting from 
the breaking down of tho urcli—that is, 
tho displacement of some of tho many 
little bones of tlie foot either from 
overstrain or soma disease of the muscu¬ 
lar strncture. As the weight of the body 
constantly rests upon the foot, there is 
no opportunity for the bones to get back 
to their proper places. 

Tho result is that these little bones- 
keep rubbing against each other, and 
tho pain gets more and more sovere. 
Commonly tho person afflicted in this 
way thinks that he or she lias rheuma¬ 
tism and lets it go at that. Until re¬ 
cently the only remedy was » steel soled 
shoe that was clnnisy and heavy. Tlie ! 
new dovit-e is interesting. It is au “in¬ 
sole, ” curved to tit the foot, made of a 
bent strip of steel and acting as a spring. 
It is covered either with leather or witli 
vulcanized rubber to prevent rusting, 
and, needing no fastening, but simply 
to bo placed in position, it can bo 
changed from ono shoo to unother at 
will. 

In position it nets simply us a sup¬ 
port, literally holding up tlie bones and 
giving them an opportunity to slip buok 
into their proper places. NVhilo uny “in¬ 
sole” of tho approximate shape will 
give relief, the best results are reached 
only when ono is especially made from 
a cast or impression of tho foot. A groat 
proportion of the people troubled with 
flat feet come from tho north of Europe, 
many of them from the lowlands of Ger¬ 
many. Tho inhabitants of tho south or 
Europe, strnngely enough, are seldom 
troubled with anything of tho sort. 
Their insteps, especially in the case of 
women, are nearly always highly arched 
and finely funned.—New York Tribune.

Dubois is a man of culture, possessed 
of unusual energy, bright, but not! 
brilliant, and endowed with an ii ordi¬ 
nate ambition and insatiable appetite 
for public office. 

By the grace of a Republican Presi¬ 
dent, he made his advent into Idaho in 
the early eighties as a Federal appointee 
from Illinois, and has been a constant i 
feeder at the public crib ever since.

York, New Jersey and Pennsylvania is 
explained to be largely due to the in¬ 
troduction of electric and cable ears, 
and also the Increased use of bicycles, 
which have reduced the urban demand 
for horses, and consequently their num- 
j ber aud price. But tlie chief reasons 
adduced for the fall in value of horses 
' on farms and ranches, which is quite 
marked, is the financial and industrial 
I depression, and tlie cost of feed couse- 
i quent on protracted and repeated 
1 drouths.
